Grocery prices lunge ahead 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
with pork, sugar and eggs leading 


the way, prices of grocery items 
checked in an Associated Press survey 
in Wisconsin shot up by 5.7 per cent 
during July. 


The average total cost of 15 items 


checked in eight cities across the state 
reached $12.56, up 68 cents from June 
and the highest since the survey began 
last August. 


It was the third consecutive monthly 


increase in the cost of the market bas- 
ket items. After reaching the previous 
high of $12.01 in February, the average 
dropped to $11.88 the following month 
and $11.06 in April. 


But it's, been uphill since then— 


$11.58 in May, $11.88 in June and now 
$12.56. 


Prices of all but four items increased 


between the June and July surveys. 
The cost of a quart of milk stayed un- 
changed at 42 cents, and there were 
three lower prices. 


The average cost for a49-ouncebox of 


detergent dropped 4 cents to $1.02. Two 
items were down a penny: a 6-ounce 
can of orange juice at 28 cents and a 
pound of butter at 79 cents. 


The biggest percentage increase was 


in the price of eggs. The average cost 
for a dozen climbed 11 cents—23.4 per 
cent—to 58 cents. 


Next came center cut loin pork 


chops, rising 21 cents— 17.4 per cent— 
to $1.42 per pound. 


"Farmers just aren't buying feeder 


pigs," commented a meat buyer at a 
Sheboygan store. "They can't get their 
feed cost out of the finished animal." 


He said the only good pork buy now 


for large families would be whole loins, 
which his store was selling at 88 cents 
per pound. 


Sugar, which increased by 14 cents in 


June, jumped 21 cents to $1.80 for a 
five-pound bag this time, a 13.2 per 
cent rise. The same bag cost only 76 
cents when the Wisconsin AP survey 
began. 


All-beef frankfurters increased 10 


cents to $1.08 a pound, a pound of cof- 
fee rose 4 cents to $1.32, and a 12-ounce 
jar of peanut butter increased 2 cents 
to 64 cents. 


The other marketbasket items on the 


AP list all increased by a penny each: 
a pound of ground chuck at $1.13, a 
package of paper towels at 60 cents, a 
jug of fabric softener at 46 cents, an 
eight-ounce can of tomato sauce at 17 
cents and a bag of chocolate chip 
cookies at 85 cents. 


Defense fund 
of $83 billion 
wins favor 
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Congressmen believe that 
Nixon will be impeached 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 


Appropriations Committee approved 
today $83.7 billion funding for defense, 
$3.35 billion less than 
President 


Nixon's budget recommended. 


The committee report said tensions 


remain high in many parts of the world 
and conditions do not yet "permit a 
unilateral reduction in military 
strength on the part of the United 
States." 


But it said the reductions recom- 


mended "are consistent with the objec- 
tive of maintaining adequate military 
forces." 


Except for additional funds that may 


be needed for pay increases, the com- 
mittee said, it expects the Pentagon to 
live within the recommended appro- 
priation, despite inflation. It said it 
would not look with favor on requests 
for supplemental appropriations. 


Military assistance for South Viet- 


nam was put at $1 billion, down $450 
million from the administration 
request and $18 million less than was 


provided in the previous year. 


"The military services have been 


generally successful in obtaining the 
numbers of personnel required under 
the all volunteer force concept," the re- 
port said, but it expressed doubts about 
the "generally deteriorating quality of 
military personnel enlisted in recent 
years as measured by the standards of 
high school graduation and the Armed 
Forces Qualification test." 


It said the proportion of recruits with 


general education development certifi- 
cates instead of high school diplomas 
increased sharply in 1974, averaging 9 
per cent for the first half of that year. 


The committee said it is concerned 


about the assignment of military per- 
sonnel to other government agencies 
and foreign governments, especially 
when the agencies concerned do not 
reimburse the Defense Department for 
the services. 


Big users of non-reimbursable per- 


sonnel, the report said, were headed by

WASHINGTON (AP) - With House 


debate on the impeachment question 
due to start in two weeks, some leading 
congressmen representing both parties 
and various political philosophies say 
President Nixon's chances are poor. 


Rep. John M. Ashbrook, R-Ohio, a 


leading House conservative who sup- 
ports impeachment, said Wednesday 
that he expects the House to vote to im- 
peach Nixon by nearly a 3-1 margin. 


House Republican Whip Leslie 


Arends, who is generally considered 
the Republican congressional leader 
closest to Nixon was asked by reporters 
how he would assess Nixon's chances of 
avoiding impeachment. "I would not 
.tell him it looks good," Arends replied. 


House Democratic Leader Thomas P. 


O'Neill predicted more than 75 per cent 
of the House members will vote to im- 
peach the President. 


O'Neill said no firm counts have been 


taken but said his discussions with 
members indicate no more than 38 of 
the 248 House Democrats and fewer 
than 80 of the 187 Republicans will sup- 
port the President on impeachment. 


Rep. Joe D. Waggonner, D-La., a 


strong Nixon supporter, thinks even 
fewer than 38 Democrats will vote 
against impeachment, O'Neill said. 


And the leader of the unsuccessful 


Nixon defense in the House Judiciary 
Committee, Rep. Charles Wiggins, R- 
Calif., said, "At the moment, I would 
have to say the odds are that the House 
would pass them (the articles of im- 
peachment)." 


The statements came as the House 


prepared for debate on the three im- 
peachment articles approved by the 
Judiciary Committee.

Sminutes missing from 
one of new Nixon tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - More than 


five minutes are missing from White 
House tapes of a Watergate conversa- 
tion between President Nixon and his 
two closest advisers at the time the 
cover-up was unraveling. 


Nixon's chief attorney, James D. St. 


Clair, disclosed the new tape gap in pa- 
pers submitted on Wednesday to U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica. 


The gap occurred because a tape reel 


ran out midway through a 45-minute 
meeting between Nixon, H.R. Halde- 
man and John D. Ehrlichman on April 
17,1973, St. Clair wrote. 


"Judging from the notations on the 


tape boxes, the tape ran out and was 
replaced in the midst of this conversa- 
tion," St. Clair said. "A timing of the 
two segments indicates that approxi- 
mately five minutes and 12 seconds of 
conversation were never recorded." 


The disclosure was contained in an 


eight-page index and analysis of the 
tapes of 20 conversations delivered to 
Sirica Tuesday in partial compliance 
with a subpoena for recordings of 64 
conversations. Tapes of another 13 ses- 
sions are due in court Friday and the 
others are to be turned over later. 


Nixon must relinquish the tapes to 


Sirica for his private inspection to de- 
termine which parts to provide Special 
Watergate Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
for use in the cover-up trial beginning 
in September. 


The judge was weighing Nixon's 


request thatportions of 10 of the conver- 
sations in the first batch be withheld 
from Jaworski. 


Nixon claims those portions are 


shielded from disclosure bv executive 


privilege and that they are unrelated to 
the Watergate case. 


St. Clair stated the executive privi- 


lege claims in the papers submitted to 
Sirica during a one-hour closed hearing 
and later filed in the public record. 


The White House has, published 


edited transcripts of the 20 conversa- 
tions already surrendered. 


The gap in the April 17 conversation 


is the only missings portion St. Clair 
listed. 


According to the White House tran- 


script, Nixon, Haldeman and Ehrlich- 
man spent the 45-minute session dis- 
cussing the wording of a public 
statement Nixon would make later that 
day. In it, he announced "major devel- 
opments" in the Watergate investi- 
gation, said White House staff mem- 
bers would testify if summoned before 
the Senate Watergate committee, and 
declared that no top administration 
employes would be given immunity 
from prosecution. 


St. Clair listed the page of the tran- 


script at which the gap occurred but 
did not note the precise point of the 
omission. It could not be clearly deter- 
mined from reading the transcript. _ 


The executive privilege claims in- 


volve Nixon's meetings with aides on 
March 27, April 14, April 15, April 16 
and April 17, 1973, the period after 
John W. Dean III and Jeb S. Magruder 
had confessed to prosecutors. 


In all cases, the segments are ex- 


cluded from the White House tran- 
scripts with the notation "material un- 
related to presidential actions 
deleted."

Prisoners hold hostages 
into 2nd week of siege 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - A mara- 


thon siege at a prison library has en- 
tered its second week with officials 
pondering an offer from convict Fred 
Gomez Carrasco to free some of his 13 
hostages in exchange for a chance to 
escape. 


Carrasco, a former narcotics kingpin 


serving a life sentence for assault to 
murder a policeman, has holed up in 
the third-floor library of the state penti- 
tentiary here since July 24. Two other 
armed inmates are with him. 


Ultimatums, threats, proposals and 


counter-proposals marked the seventh 
day of the siege on Wednesday. It was 
the longest hostages had been held in 
an escape in American penal history-, 
according to the American Correctional 
Association in Washington. D.C. 


Carrasco set three deadlines, threat- 


ening to blow up some hostages with 
homemade bombs if his demands were 
not met The deadlines, .including one 
only 15 minutes long, slipped bv with- 
out incident. 


Negotiations were suspended until 


this morning after hostage Novella Pol- 


lard telephoned her daughter Kathy 
from the library with Carrasco's latest 
offer. 


Miss Pollard told newsmen Carrasco 


proposed the three armed convicts 
leave the prison in an unspecified ve- 
hicle with four of the hostages. The 
other nine hostages would be used as 
"shields" but would "move to a safe 
place" once the other seven were inside 
the vehicle. Miss Pollard said. 


Prison spokesman Ron Taylor told 


newsmen "transportation will be the 
first order of business" in today's ne- 
gotiations. 


Carrasco's first deadline on Wednes- 


day was 8 a.m. CDT. at which time he 
threatened to explode a bomb if he was 
not given a bulletprood vest. 


Prison officials said he could have 


the vest if he set the hostages free. Car- 
rasco refused, but the deadline passed 
with no explosion. 


Carrasco reset the deadline for 1 


p m., but again took no action. 


.As negotiations continued, author- 


ities announced that Carrasco's 26- 
year-old wife. Rosa, had been charged 


with intent to facilitate an escape by 
slipping her husband a pistol on July 
20. 


Officials said they would give Car- 


rasco the vest and drop the charge 
against his wife, who was not in cus- 
tody, if he freed the hostages. 


Carrasco countered by saying he was 


dropping the demand for the vest arid 
previous demands for ammunition and 
weapons. Talks then centered around 
Carrasco's proposal for transportation 
and four hostages. 


Texas Department of Corrections Di- 


rector J. W. Estelle delivered a written 
statement to Carrasco. outlining op- 
tions previously relayed. 


"To your new and final demands of 


transportation plus four hostages, it is 
acceptable after the release of all the 
other hostages," it said. 


About 5:45 p.m.. Carrasco telephoned 


prison officials and angrily told them 
he would blow up two hostages in 15 
minutes with one of three bombs he 
claims to have fashioned. 


The 35 minutes came and went. 


There was no explosion.

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Regulating strip mining 


There are few outward signs of an energy shortage any- 


more in the United States which is probably one reason 
why the House of Representatives passed a stringent bill 
regulating strip mining of coal. 


Unlike the deep mining of coal, strip mining peels off top 


soil, vegetation, and anything else in the way. Anyone who 
has seen the results, which make the earth look as desolate 
as the surface of that dead planet, the moon, can under- 
stand the opposition to the process by farmers, environ- 
mentalists and a lot of Americans who just hate destruc- 
tion. In the past, most strip mining has been done in 
Appalachia. But demands for coal have sent the industry 
west and the issue was a controversial one. 


The industry, including the president of the National Coal 


Association, warned that the legislation would have a dev- 
astating effect upon efforts to more than double the produc- 
tion of coal. Representative Craig Hosmer said it was "the 
equivalent of energy hari-kari." But the bill passed by the 
lopsided vote of 191-81, which indicated that a presidential 
veto could be overridden, especially by an impeachment- 
aware House of Representatives. 


Actually the aspect of the legislation to which the indus- 


try so greatly objected would seem to be quite reasonable. 
It requires mining companies to reclaim the land torn up 
by their shovels and to restore approximately the original 
contours and drainage patterns. The legislation is not retro- 
active. The 2y2 million acres already torn up will probably 
stay that way. 


Of course man's need to exploit the earth's resources 


means that conditions cannot remain exactly the same. But 
one of the failings of human "progress" over the centuries 
has been a certain amount of neglect of what is left for 
posterity. The advances of science and technology certainly 
have changed the very matter of existence for mankind. 
But we seem often to forget that most of us share this earth 
and all it has for a relatively short time. We owe to our des- 
cendants more than a ravaged land. We have a responsi- 
bility to use the riches of this world as thriftily as possible. 


The energy crisis, according to most experts, is not over. 


It seems likely that we will face shortages in many prod- 
ucts in future years. One reason has been our extrav- 
agance. Once upon a time, people living in this part of 
Wisconsin never dreamed that the white pine would be 
gone so they didn't fret about harvesting it carefully. The 
land, ruthlessly desecrated by strip mining, may produce 
more coal cheaper. But what may have been soil for soy- 
beans, grazing herefords or kitchen gardens does not re- 
create itself from nothing. 


The House legislation and the similar Senate bill already 


passed are reasonable. 


Plague is still with us 


Earlier this month a young Navajo girl died in New Mex- 


ico from complications of the plague. The case alerted Fed- 
eral health officials who know that the dread disease has 
not been eradicated even after many centuries. 


The Black Death of the Middle Ages in Western Europe 


killed millions of people. Its impact contributed to a break- 
down in society that meant lack of confidence in traditional 
ways, perhaps even some of the disillusion with the Roman 
Catholic Church and the growth of Protestant forces. It 
struck again in the 16th and 17th Centuries. Even in the 
20th a million people died in one year in India from its rav- 
ages. Obviously, even today, it should not be taken lightly. 


Plague is primarily a disease of wild animals, trans- 


mitted by flea bites. The Navajo girl, it is now surmised, 
contracted it from fleas which had been infesting a rat 
pack near her home. Her symptoms — headache, vomiting, 
dizziness — could have been caused by a number of afflic- 
tions and she was given penicillin for severe tonsillitis. But 
penicillin has no effect upon the plague bacterium. It can 
be cured if caught early enough by antibiotics such as tet- 
racycline, streptomycin and chloramphenicol. 


Environmental workers in the West have been setting 


traps for wild animals so they can be dusted with flea pow- 
der. Park visitors are warned to leave apparently friendly 
wild animals strictly alone. Any such animal is likely to be 
sick or it would flee from human beings. The possibility 
that it is plague-infected is obvious this year. While epi- 
demiologists consider human plague infections accidents of 
nature today, they obviously can happen. 


In June the largest campground in Rocky Mountain Na- 


tional Park in Colorado was closed for a week while as 
many animals as possible were treated. Campers in New 
Mexico are warned by signs to leave wild animals alone 
and to use insect repellents. Physicians are also being 
alerted by the Center For Disease Control in Atlanta. 
Georgia, to be on the lookout for possible plague symp- 
toms. Killing the wild animals is no cure. In fact the fleas 
are more likely to seek food among domestic animals and 
human beings when there is a shortage of wild animals. 


There is no epidemic in sight. But plague is not to be ig- 


nored or thought to belong only to the Middle Ages. 


Leaking roofs —and faxes 


For a dozen years there have been intermittent alterca- 


tions in the state government at Madison arising out of the 
strange tendency of major state institutional buildings to 
develop leaking roofs soon after their construction, at great 
cost to the state treasury. 


Now there is another angry incident involving such defec- 


tive construction, and members of the state building com- 
mission, tardily enough, are insisting that what is ob- 
viously erratic work be corrected. Sen. Risser of Madison, 
who has been involved in such affairs as a member of the 
commission longer than any other state legislator, has de- 
r*>~ Jed that the state officers involved find a way to elimi- 
.ate a problem that would be tolerated by no responsible 
persons in private business 


To no one's surprise, probably, the Rssser demand has 


generated recriminations. The slate engineering office has 
complained about faulty work by contractors. Now some 
members of the building industry are responding with crit- 
ical comments about the state specifications and the less 
than diligent performance of the state bureau of engineer- 
ing. These quarrels ante-dated Mr. Lucey's installation as 
governor. But Mr. Lucey has now held office nearly four 
years. As a man who has had an active career in real estate 
and development, he could be expected to bear down hard 
on an issue that has been so ineffectually treated.

Bingo boom in state off to slow start 


MADISON — There are occasions, contrary 


to the classical advice given to cub reporters, 
when the apparent lack of news is noteworthy. 


The prudent sideliner avoids hasty conclu- 


sions, but a tentative assessment that the new 
Wisconsin bingo exemption to the historic anti- 
gambling posture of the state has got off to a 
careful and successful start appears to be in 
order. 


If that judgment remains valid six months or 


a year hence, it will be a tribute to the care 
with which the pro-bingo interests in the legis- 
lature prepared the enabling statute, and the 
conscientious concentration on detail that has 
been provided by the 'unsalaried board of su- 
pervisors named by Gov. Patrick Lucey to 
manage the considerable responsibility of prov- 
ing that a limited lottery can in fact be control- 
led. 


If there have been any surprises in the brief 


experience of the officers responsible for the 
administration of the new licensing and control 
program, they are contained in the less eager 
demand for the state permits to conduct the 
controlled lotteries than most politicians, and 
surely the skeptics who were dubious about the 
legislation, had anticipated. At the moment 
fewer than 1,000 permits have been approved. 


It is virtually certain that the number of li- 


censes will grow substantially. Spring and 
summer are not bingo seasons. The long winter 
will bring more applications and more partici- 
pation. 


The number of potential licensees under the 


terms of the law is high, perhaps six to eight 
times as large as the total now approved. The 
sideliner in the legislature during the decades 
of futile disputation about the value of con- 
trolled bingo by civic, charitable and other non- , 
profit organization sponsors might have as- 
sumed that they would file some thousands of 
applications. To judge by the single-minded 
concentration of Milwaukee politicians over the 
years on the bingo question, every parish hall 
in that metropolis was being readied for bingo 
legislation. 


With hundreds of additional civic clubs, vol- 


unteer firemen's associations and veterans 
groups, among others, the average legislator 
under pressure would have supposed that the 
bingo operators would be numbered in the 
thousands. 


Probably the slow beginning of the experi- -f 


mental lottery that generated so much contro- 
versy over so many decades relates primarily 
to the deliberate, almost painfully meticulous, 
attitude of the bingo control board. 


It's presiding officer, Robert Zum Brunnen, 


is a no nonsense district attorney of experience 


and a veteran county lawyer. He has.made it 
utterly clear that the letter of the painstaking^' 
written law will be honored, and that, where 
there is any doubt about the adequacy of the 
statute, the board will make rules;-to coyer 
gaps- 
•;<>•. 


The board's chief administrative officer has 


appeared to share the board's attitude, and no 
doubt will appear to many applicants'for birigb 
permits to be excessively painstaking in cShefcIc- 
mg compliance with the requirements of the-li- 
censees. Yet these are not mere "blue nose" 
responses. These men remember^ prudently 
enough, that nearly 400,000 Wisconsin voters 
last spring made up a significanMy large mi- 
nority that declared against any relaxationxif 
the lottery prohibitions the state had enforced 
since its admission to the Union. 


For a minority element in the legislature, 


moreover, the bingo law is a trifle. Awaiting 
the appropriate moment, it is prepared for a 
..more ambitious plunge into gambling withjhe 
support of law, as Milwaukee legislators havfe'^ 
shown in scores of propositions over the yeacs.^ 
But these gambling fans wort't _show impak- 
tience about the bingo board's (Sautjon. For 
only to the degree that bingo is managed with- 
out scandal, can they hope to push for" tlt&r 
true objectives.

sey Republican, Charles Sandman, 
rode on the subway with Lud Ashley, a 
Democratic Congressman from Toledo.

That comment expresses exactly

Thus Tom Rails- 
back, the Congressman from Illinois- 
who has led the Republicans for im- 
peachment in the committee, under- 
lined the difference between the Presi- 
dent and the party at a breakfast here 
the other day. 


Future of party 


"The 
future of the Republican 


party," he said, "doesn't lie with Pres- 
ident Nixon. The future belongs to Re- 
publicans in the Senate, the House, and 
the state legislatures." 


Caldwell Butler, the Virginia Re- 


publican who joined the impeachment 
forces in the committee, put the argu- 
ment in the debate itself.

Oear Dr. Thosteson: 1 have enlarged

It's a matter of small blood vessels 


becoming dilated and more prominent. 
The nose itself thickens, and flushing 
extends to other parts of the face as a 
ruje. 


Wanting it to clear up completely is 


probably a vain wish, but there are 
w4ys of minimizing it. Alcohol and any 
hot, spicy drink tend to exaggerate the 
condition — it has been nicknamed 
"brrandy nose" —and while it is not by 
any means limited to drinkers, drink- 
ing is a factor. 


The ointment you tried probably was 


a ^drying agent, but since it didn't 
bring results you should see the der- 


matologist for something more effec- 
tive. Such local applications are usu- 
ally ineffective. 


Plain "nerves" can be involved in 


some cases, and mild sedatives often 
help when that is the situation.

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LBJ aide repudiates memo in which 
he talked of milk price pressuring 
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BY BROOKS JACKSON 
Associated Press Writer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In a memo- 


randum which he has now repudiated, 
Lyndon B. Johnson's former appoint- 
ments secretary claimed he got a 
$40,000-a-year job from the milk pro- 
ducers by talking the late president 
into a lame-duck decision on milk price 
supports. 


The former aide, James R. Jones, 


now a Democratic congressman from 
Tulsa, Okla., said in the memo that he 
helped pressure the Agriculture De- 
partment into recommending the price 
support action, then talked Johnson 
into approving it. 


Now Jones says there was no White 


House pressure and that Johnson was 
not involved. He said he fabricated the 
story in an attempt to keep the milk 
producers' job. However, a new man- 
agement fired him as a public relations 
consultant in early 1972. 


The memo was placed m the open 


files of the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee despite a request from Jones' 
lawyer to suppress it as inaccurate. 


It refers to an announcement by then- 


Agriculture Secretary Orville Freeman 
on Dec. 26, 1968, that continued the 
level of milk price supports at S4.2S per 
hundredweight through the first year 
of the Nixon administration. Freeman 


made the announcement less than a 
month before the new Republican ad- 
ministration took office Normally, the 
annual decision on price supports is not 
announced until months later 


Jones wrote the memo to George 


Mehren, the new general manager of 
Associated Milk Producers, Inc., on 
Jan. 18, 1972. Mehren had just taken 
over the co-op in an internal shakeup, 
and had fired Jones and many other 
consultants in a general economy 
move. 


Jones protested the firing, and said 


he had been given the S40,000-a-year 
retainer for five years by Mehren's 
predecessors, Harold Nelson and David 
Parr. 


He said that after Nixon was elected, 


Nelson and Parr "were anxious to get 
President Johnson to approve price 
supports at $4.28 ... They offered me a 
retainer with AMPI I declined to talk 
about it and said I didn't want to con- 
sider any offers until we were nearly 
out of office. 


". . We got the Agriculture Depart- 


ment (over some pretty stiff feet drag- 
ging) to send the price support recom- 
mendation over around Dec. IS. The 
President refused to sign it. Finally, 
after two conversations with him (by 
rne) he did sign." Then Jones nailed 
down the job, the memo said. 


In an interview, Jones said the whole 


story was a fabrication. "( puffed it," 
he said. "I'm not proud of it, but that's 
what I did." He denied that he had 
talked to Johnson about price supports, 
and denied that he pressured the Agri- 
culture Department into making the 
early announcement. 


Freeman was out of the country and 


unavailable for comment. But Jones' 
story is backed up by John A. Schnitt- 
ker, who was under secretary of agri- 
culture at the time. 


Schmttker, in an interview, said that 


Freeman decided to announce price 
supports early to keep the incoming 
Nixon administration from lowering 
them. He said he knew of no pressure 
from the White House and that so far 
as he knows, Johnson wasn't involved. 


Also, Jones had dropped the LBJ 


story eight days after he wrote the 
memo. In a letter to Mehren dated Jan. 
26, 1972, he said he had just recovered 
from a "devastating bout with the flu." 
He said he hadn't meant for the earlier 
memo to be sent, but an assistant 
mailed it by mistake. 


"The memo which I started to draft 


last week may have seemed a bit inco- 
herent," he said. "It was typed while I 
was under the influence of a certain 
medication which left me dizzy and 
forced me to leave the office early."

Prices of all but four items increased 


between the June and July surveys 
The cost of a quart of milk stayed un- 
changed at 42 cents, and there were 
three lower prices 


The average cost for a49-ouncebox of 


detergent dropped 4 cents to $1 02 Two 
items were down a penny a 6-ounce 
can of orange juice at 28 cents and a 
pound of butter at 79 cents 


The biggest percentage increase was 


in the price of eggs The average cost 
for a dozen climbed 11 cents—234 per 
cent—to 58 cents 


Next came center cut loin pork 


chops, rising 21 cents— 17 4 per cent— 
to $1 42 per pound 


"Farmers just aren't buying feeder 


pigs," commented a meat buyer at a 
Sheboygan store "They can't get their 
feed cost out of the finished animal " 


He said the only good pork buy now 


for large families would be whole loins, 
which his store was selling at 88 cents

Sugar, which increased by 14 cents in 


June, jumped 21 cents to $1 80 for a

Military assistance for South Viet- 


nam was put at $1 billion, down $450 
million from the administration 
request and $18 million less than was 


provided in the previous year. 


"The military services have been 


generally successful in obtaining the 
numbers of personnel required under 
the all volunteer force concept," the re- 
port said, but it expressed doubts about 
the "generally deteriorating quality of 
military personnel enlisted in recent 
years as measured by the standards of 
high school graduation and the Armed 
Forces Qualification test " 


It said the proportion of recruits with 


general education development certifi- 
cates instead of high school diplomas 
increased sharply in 1974, averaging 9 
per cent for the first half of that year 


The committee said it is concerned 


about the assignment of military per- 
sonnel to other government agencies 
and foreign governments, especially 
when the agencies concerned do not

Carrasco set tnree deadlines, threat- 


ening to blow up some hostages with 
homemade bombs if his demands were 
not met The deadlines, including one 
onlv J5 minutes long, slipped by with- 
out incident 


Negotiations were suspended until 


this morning after hostage Novella Pol- 


lard telephoned her daughter Kathy 
from the library with Carrasco's latest 
offer. 


Miss Pollard told newsmen Carrasco 


proposed the three armed convicts 
leave the prison in an unspecified ve- 
hicle with four of the hostages. "Tie 
other nine hostages would be used as 
"shields" but would "move to a safe 
place" once the other seven were inside 
the vehicle. Miss Pollard said

Carrasco reset the deadline for 1

As negotiations continued, author- 


ities announced that Carrasco's 26- 
jear-old wife, Rosa, had been charged 


with intent to facilitate an escape by 
slipping her husband a pistol on July 
20 


Officials said they would give Car- 


rasco the vtx.- and drop the charge 
against his wife, who was not in cus- 
tody, if he freed the hostages. 


Carrasco countered by saying he was 


dropping the demand for the vest and 
previous demands for ammunition and 
weapons. Talks then centered around 
Carrasco's proposal for transportation 
and four hostages.

MT. VERNON, N.Y. - How do par- 


ents react when their teen-age children 
get caught up in today's sexual revolu- 
tion? With sympathy and under- 
standing or with fear? How aoes an ex- 
pert on teens and their sexual problems 
deal with his or her own children? 


Richard Stiller, author of "The Love 


Bugs: A Natural History of the VDs" 
and popular articles about teen-agers 
and sex, and his wife, Fanny, have 
found a formula that seems to work for 
them. 


"We believe in an atmosphere of 


freedom of discussion and talk about 
'far-out' subjects like abortion and ven- 
ereal disease," says Stiller whose 
daughter Helen is 16 and son Michael is 
13 y2. "But we're strict on curfews and 
other rules. It's the kids' job to fight 
for their freedom. It's our role as par- 
ents to resist and say 'no.' " 


Too many parents worry about their 


youngsters "in the wrong way and for 
the wrong reasons," the writer thinks. 


Fearful that their children are be- 


coming sexual beings, these parents 
make the same mistake their parents 
made when they were young — inva- 
sion of privacy. Some go to the extreme 
of listening in on telephone conversa- 
tions, reading private diaries or open- 
ing their children's mail. 


"Even when you're a 12- year-old 


you're entitled to not having your par- 
ents read your mail," comments Stil- 
ler. "Having a life of your own is part 
of becoming an adult. Kids have a right 
to privacy and internal dignity. 


Parental authority and guidance 


should not be minimized, however. 
Books on sex — what it is, how it's 
done, what the problems and the joys 


Sheinwold on bridge 


are — can be a big help. 


"But don't hand it to the kids — 


they'll never read it," contends Stiller. 
He says when Helen and Michael were 
younger he and his wife kept informa- 
tive books on their bedroom dresser. 


"The kids wanted to know 'why are 


you reading that?' and before we knew 
— they were gonf!" 


Stiller is also a fum believer in the 


power of parlance. 


"Grit your teeth," he tells parents 


who feel too embarrassed to discuss 
sexual matters, "and remember 
there's no substitute for the simple 
truth." 


There is a danger in giving too much 


information — too soon. "By appearing 
to be 'liberal' you may actually push 
your child into a relationship he or she 
is not ready for, and may not want. On 
the other hand, you don't want to give 
them a license for sexual activity. The 
decision has to be theirs alone," Stiller 
advises. 


This suburban father says he and his 


wife occasionally take positions they 
feared might be considered too rigid, 
only to find they were accepted with 
"equanimity and almost relief." He 
says that by setting standards and lim- 
its you offer kids an out. 


"They're able to say 'Gee, I'd like to 


- but my father would kill me!' " 


Teens have a "responsibility to be re- 


sponsible," too. "They should ask 
questions, read and assimilate. If 
they're going to be sexually active, it's 
up to ^hem to know how to prevent 
pregnancy and venereal disease," says 
the writer, adding "most of them don't 
worry about it until they think it might 
happen — I guess that's human na- 


ture." 


"The Love Bugs" (Thomas Nelson, 


$5.95) is Richard Stiller's newest book 
for teen-agers. 


"Gonorrhea, now the most prevalent 


infectious disease in the world, is most 
common among young people from 15 
to 24," he points out. 


Yet when Stiller surveyed his daugh- 


ter's friends for questions they had 
about VD, "their biggest concern was 
not prevention or treatment — but 
keeping it a secret!" 


Richard and Fanny Stiller hope their 


own attitudes come across to their chil- 
dren: "Sex is not an athletic sport with 
numerous partners. It's something you 
do with someone you love."

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More women plan law careers

The number of women students at 


Northwestern University planning ca- 
reers in law has increased 700 per cent 
in 10 years, according to Frank S. En- 
dicott. He is retired director of place- 
ment and professor emeritus of educa- 
tion at NU and a u t h o r of the 
University's copyrighted annual Endi- 
cott Report on national employment 
trends. 


Endicott's conclusions are supported 


by surveys, conducted over the past 20 
years, of NU students enrolled at 
North western's Evanston campus, con- 
cerning their vocational plans. Most re- 
cent survey, taken this spring, polled 
9,300 students. 


"Since 1964, there has been an in- 


crease in the number of students inter- 
ested in the legal profession of more 
than 75 per cent," Endicott said, "and 
women account for more than 50 per 
cent of that change." 


More recently, the trend has been 


even more dramatic. Of 111 additional 
NU students interested in law over the 
past four years, 95 are women who are 
planning law careers. This means 
women are responsible for over 85 per 
cent of the recent increased interest in 
law, Endicott said.

placement and associate dean of stu- 
dents, savs women's increased interest

in legal careers goes back to the roots 
ot the women's movement, which he 
sees as "an outgrowth of the civil 
rights movement. 


"When women saw what could be 


done through legislation ... they began 
exercising similar means to attain the 
same goals. Before the women's move- 
ment there had been so few women who 
would consider law because of male do- 
mination," says Lindquist. "Then 
women started besting men at on the 
Law School Admissions Test and 
bumping them off law admission lists. 


"Women are turning to law to bring 


about social remedy, for their own ben- 
efit and to serve other people. They feel 
they can do more with a law degree 
than with a master's degree in social 
work," Lindquist says. 


This year 27 per cent of NU students 


planning to be lawyers were women. In 
1964 women made up only seven per 
cent of the total. 


Nearly a third of those students indi- 


cating medicine, dentistry, nursing or 
related fields as their career choice are 
women. This represents an almost 200 
per cent growth since 1964, says Endi- 
cott. Women seem to be taking their 


places in the medical professions, since 
more than 50 per cent of the recent up- 
surge of interest in the field at NU can 
be attributed to women. 


Another field attracting women stu- 


dents is engineering. At NU there is 
one woman interested in an engineer- 
ing career for every four men. Yet the 
most recent U.S. statistics (1970) on 
women actually in the engineering pro- 
fessions show men outnumber women 
67 to one. According to those figures, 
Northwestern is producing more than 
its share of women engineers. 


But the University wants more. Each 


year it holds a special open house to in- 
terest prospective women engineers in 
NU. The last open house drew 300 
women. 


"I wish there were many, many more 


women graduating in 
engineering," 


says Lindquist, "because the money is 
so good and the opportunity, especially 
for women, has never been better." 


Lindquist says many of the solutions 


to the problems cities face today, such 
as transportation, waste disposal and 
housing, will be found by tomorrow's 
engineers. 


"While the social scientist can 


dream, the engineer can develop, de- 
sign and implement solutions to these 
problems," says Lindquist. 


The only fields where women's inter- 


est has dropped in the past 10 years in 
comparison with men's interest are 
education and entertainment. While the 
change in figures for entertainment is 
slight, women seem to be giving way to 
men in teaching. In 1964, there were 
three potential women teachers at NU 
foe every man. This year, potential 
women teachers outnumber men by 
only two to one. 


In just two of the eight career areas 


in the Endicott survey was the level of 
women's interest comparable with 
their numbers in the population - in 
entertainment and "other," the catch- 
all category which includes psychology, 
social work, art, government, ministry 
and all other vocations. The level of 
women's interst over-represents their 
numbers slightly in two other fields — 
education and journalism. 


All graduate students and under- 


graduates are included in the surveys. 
Northwestern students indicate a ca- 
reer choice each quarter on their regis- 
tration cards.

So are those in Calu- 
met, Waupaca and Winnebago count- 
ies. 


They are caught between a further 


rise in college fees, a tight money mar- 
ket that makes it difficult to get bank 
loans at normal rates and a contin- 
uation of the inflation that has raised 
living costs to record levels. 


And, for those families that have two 


persons going to college at the same 
time, the financial situation is that 
much more difficult. 


A nationwide survey of 2,200 colleges 


and universities, conducted by the Col- 
lege Entrance 
Examination Board, 


shows that nearly all of them have in- 
creased their charges for the next se- 
mester. 


As a result, it has become 9.4 per 


cent more expensive, on average, than 
it was last year to go to college and 
nearly 36 per cent more so than in 1970. 


The bill that Outagamie County f?mi- 


hes are faced with this year, based 
upon the number of local students in- 
volved, is estimated at $13.6 million. 
This includes tuition, fees, trans- 
portation, room, board and miscel- 
laneous expenses. The total for Calu- 
met, Waupaca and Winnebago counties 
is $22 million. 


It takes into account the current cost 


increases, which are in the neighbor- 
hood of $346 for students living on 
campus at private, four-year colleges, 
according to the findings, and a some- 
what smaller boost, $158, for those go- 
ing to public institutions. 


Because of current conditions, col- 


leges that had more applicants than 
they could handle in former years are 
in the position of having to actively re- 
cruit students and are easing their 
standards in the process. 


Based upon the latest figures, it is es- 


timated that there will be about 4,230 
young men and women in the Out- 
agamie County contingent this year 
and 6,850 from the other three count- 
ies: 990, Calumet; 1,300, Waupaca; and 
4,560, Winnebago. 


Cost estimates for those counties are: 


$3.1 million, Calumet; $4.1 million, 
Waupaca; and $14.6 million, Winne- 
bago. 
. ... 


For those who will be residents at 


private four— year colleges, the aver- 
age cost will be $4,039, according to the 
report. At publicly supported institu- 
tions, it will run to about $2,400. 


The total cost of $35.6 million con- 


fronting local parents assumes that 
half of the students will attend public 
colleges and the other half, private col- 
leges.

Woehler 
rules on 
shredder

Faced with what he called an "emer- 


gency situation" caused by delays in 
decisions, Outagar~!e County Executive 
Alvin Woehler today issued an execu- 
tive order appointing a shredder plant 
manager who will begin Friday to be 
oriented to the new equipment. 


Named from 18 applicants to fill the 


new post was Edward Maloney, who 
has been chief maintenance supervisor 
of the courthouse complex for the past 
two years. 


Present courthouse maintenance per- 


sonnel also will be acquainted with the 
equipment for interim or, possibly, 
permanent use as plant operators. 
Woehler said the plant will go into op- 
eration Friday, after the safety and ori- 
entation session. 


In his executive order, Woehler also 


called for the creation of a countywide 
council to be formed to oversee the 
solid waste management operation. He 
urged that four county board members 
be appointed by the chairman and four 
citizen members be appointed by the 
county executive to make up the coun- 
cil, and that tie votes be broken by the 
county board chairman. 


Woehler clarified his position, stating 


that as a minimal move the county 
board chairman immediately appoint 
at least a three-member committee to 
be the committee of jurisdiction over 
the solid waste program. 


There had been an effort to shift the 


responsibility to the highway com- 
mittee, but that was^ defeated. Woehler 
contended there is no appropriate com- 
mittee at present for that role. 


Cushioning the executive order — a 


rare executive move — in expression of 
concern for the need to move quickly, 
Woehler said he was taking the step in 
the interest of the residents of the 
county and because of the county's 
commitment to Allis-Chalmers, manu- 
facturer of the shredder. 


"We've finally hit a time emergency 


for running the shredder," he said. 


The technician from the Swedish af- 


filiate of Allis-Chalmers is arriving in 
Appleton tonight and will begin Friday 
to orient and train the personnel who 
will be operating the equipment. The 
shredder plant is very similar to the 
ones operating in the Scandinavian 
countries, and the Outagamie one will 
be the first A-C has operating m the 
United States. 


Kenneth Ham, head of the newly 


formed solid waste control division A-C 
has in Appleton, said he was dismayed 
.with the "foot-dragging" of the county 
board which still hasn't adopted a man- 
agement program for the disposal sys- 
tem. 


He said the operation should have 


been functioning some time ago, and 
that Allis-Chalmers has other prospec- 
tive customers who want to view the pi- 
lot plant of Outagamie's. Some appar- 
ently are scheduled to view it next 
Wednesday. 


Allis-Chalmers is losing well over

State might take role 
in commuter airlines

A state role in the development of 


commuter airline service to Wisconsin 
communities is being studied by the 
state Council on Aeronautics, but the 
commuter airlines 'involved are not in 
total agreement as to what that role 
should be. 


The council, meeting in Appleton this 


morning, heard from Karl Baldwin, 
chairman of the board of Air Wiscon- 
sin, and Roy Shwcry, president of Mid- 
state Air Commuter, go m sligntly dif- 
ferent directions. 


Baldwin suggested that one role of 


the state might be to aid the commu- 
ters in pressuring the Civil Aeronautics 
Board to change its regulations. He^in- 
dicated he was interested in getting at 
least a limited certification from the 
CAB to further improve the commu- 
ter's position alongside other airlines. 


But regulation of commuters should 


be left at the federal level, Baldwin 
felt. 


One of the present problems, he said, 


was that the Official Airline Guide 
(OAG) will still publish only joint fare 
listings for certified airlines. As a re- 
sult, he said, many people pay higher 
fares than they should since Air Wis- 
consin has joint fares with most air- 
lines. 


"How far do you want the CAB to 


regulate commuters?" Fritz Wolf, 
state Division of Aeronautics adminis- 
trator, asked. Baldwin said Air Wiscon- 
sin already complies with most of the 
CAB regulations. But the cost of going 
through certification is extremely ex- 
pensive, he said. "Even limited certifi- 
cation would be satisfactory," he said, 
indicating that would get the commu- 
ters completely into the OAG. 


The route protection aspect of certifi- 


cation was not too important, Baldwin 
indicated. 


Shwery agreed with Baldwin on the 


importance of total listing in the OAG, 
but was cool to certification, indicating 
he did not want to lose the freedom that 
commuters now enjoy. 


He noted that Midstates and Air Wis- 


consin are developing along slightly 
different lines. 


He said an area where the state could 


be of big help was in conducting mar- 
keting studies for the commuters in po- 
tential Wisconsin markets. "We cannot 
afford to hire a professional study be- 
fore starting service," he noted. 


He said the service now being pro- 


vided to Sturgeon Bay under an Upper 
Great Lakes grant is an example. The 
state study, he said, also helps le'nd 
credibility to the commuter's interest 
in the community. 


Shwery also proposed that the state 


provide minimum navigational aids at 
the smaller airports to improve service 
reliability. 


Wolf said the state has the authority 


to conduct the studies suggested by 
Shwery and said there were federal 


funds available to the state to deter- 
mine air transportation needs. 


On the question of aircraft, Shwery 


said Midstate planned to keep its 15- 
' passenger Beech 99s at least two or 
three more years, "but we can see the 
neeo for larger airplanes in the future 
just to maintain our present routes and 
frequency o" service." 


Wolf had expressed the concern that 


the commuters might go the route of 
regional airlines and that smaller com- 
munities would again lose service as 
the size of airplanes increased. Com- 
muters are now allowed airplanes up to 
a 30-passenger capacity. 


Baldwin indicated Air Wisconsin was 


committed to the 19-passenger Metros 
for the immediate future and agreed 
with Shwery that larger 
airplanes 


would not reduce service. 


The council also went on record reaf- 


firming its support for legislation - to 
provide land use zoning powers for air- 
port owners. 


A bill had been submitted in the last- 


session of the legislature but died be- 
fore getting out of committee. The bill 
will be reintroduced in January. The 
Outagamie County Board had gone on 
record in support of the original bill.

Zoning question 
postpones ARA 
action on project 


The Appleton Redevelopment Author- 


ity (ARA), uncertain whether it could 
create its own zoning in its first rede- 
velopment project area, has postponed 
action on the proposed project plan un- 
til it has checked with the city at- 
torney. 


The action came at a special session 


Wednesday, when the plan for the 3.73- 
acre project area covering the site of 
the old vocational school was expected 
to be approved. 


Some commissioners suggested that 


the plan be given tentative approval, 
subject to the review of the city at- 
torney. Chairman Victor Minahan, 
however, said the ARA should hold off 
final action until the problem is re- 
solved. 


The plan calls for rezoning from 


R-3 to R-4 (high-rise apartment) for 
the project area bounded by Lawrence, 
Allen, Morrison, Oneida and Water 
streets. It also calls, however, for per- 
mitted uses on the site that do not con- 
form with the city zoning code. 


Commissioners are unsure if the re- 


development plan can differ from the 
code, or whether the code must be 
amended to line up with the project 
proposal. 


Aid. Roylance Pointer (14th), in ad- 


dition, is also worried that to zone the 
project area under the present city zon- 
ing code would put it at the mercy of 
future changes in that code. If a change 
is made five years from now in the R-4 
classification, he argues, that might 
disrupt the authority's plans for the 
project area. 


ARA Executive Director Eric Hemp- 


hill claims that state law gives the au- 
tho; ity the power to implement a plan 
of its own, provided it is approved by 
two-thirds of the City Council, and that 
zoning provisions in the plan can differ 
from the city code. 


Minahan and others, however, after 


reading a letter from East-Central Wis- 
consin Regional Planning Commission 
Executive Director Roy Willey 
Jr., 


which advises the ARA to check the le- 
gality of its permitted uses, agreed to 
postpone action on the plan until City 
Atty. David Geenen reviews it. 


Aside from the question over zoning, 


however, commissioners did not vote to 
make any changes in the plan. That 
could be done, however, when the plan 
comes up for consideration again at the 
Aug. 13 regular meeting. 


Commissioners also made it clear 


that although the plan envisions a high- 
rise development on the old vocational 
school site of up to 15 stories and 300 
units, they will consider proposals for 
smaller projects.

the Sept. 3 primary. 


"I think the race might be close in 


Brown County, but outside of that, I 
think Cornell will walk away," he said. 


Froehlich campaign leaders don't ex- 


pect the kind of labor endorsements 
that the Democrats can attract. Busi- 
ness groups, unlike labor organiza- 
tions, don't do such things, they point 
out. 


But an organizer said Froehlich 


forces are confident they can attract 
enough independent and rank and file 
labor support to offset the impact of the 
endorsements Cornell has grabbed. 
While the feeling that Froehlich can be 
beat is spurring donations and action 
among groups like labor in the Eighth 
District, a more cautious enthusiasm is 
being shown in the Sixth for the Demo- 
crat there. Steiger is still seen as a 
strong incumbent, despite his party's 
Watergate woes. 


Nancy Simenz, only 26 and virtually 


unknown outside of her home county of 
Sheboygan, has been concentrating on 
labor and farm support in her effort to 
unseat the four-term incumbent. 


She has attracted the support of the 


district COPE, and the leader of that 
organization expects the state AFL-CIO 
to also endorse her after the primary. 
But if past history is repeated, both en- 
dorsements will mean little in the way 
of money. 


In 1972, for example, Democratic 


challenger James Adams spent around 
$3,000 on his campaign, while Steiger 
used a campaign kitty of around 
$30,000. Adams received only $250 from 
the UAW and $300 from COPE. 


The year before, the AFL-CIO didn't 


even endorse in the Sixth District be- 
cause of what they considered 
Stei- 


ger's overwhelming prospects for vic- 
tory. 


Harold Richter, head of the district 


COPE organization, said the organiza- 
tion hopes to contribute as much as 
$1,600 in 1974 although Richter, like 
other labor chieftains contacted, were 
uncertain what effect the state's te- 
cently passed campaign reform legisla- 
tion would have on the amount political 
groups could contribute to federal elec- 
tions. 


The new state law, however, will 


limit local labor organizations to total 
contributions of $1,750 per candidate. It 
will also limit state labor organizations 
to a total of $83,000 in contributions 
throughout the state.

by a spokesman for ABC Sports Presi- 
dent Roone Arledge, whose network 
has 18 pro games - including the Jan. 
20 Pro Bowl in Miami — coming up 
this season. 


Asked if ABC might not televise sev- 


eral of the early games if the strike 
doesn't end, the spokesman replied: 
"That's a hard question, because we've 
talked about that and really haven't 
made a decision." 


But he emphasized that as of now, 


ABC's schedule remains unchanged. 


As if ABC doesn't have enough to 


worry about, its "NFL Monday Night 
Football" opener on Aug. 19 will, for 
the first time in its history, be compet- 
ing against NBC's "Monday Night 
Baseball" game.

Froehlich sees abuse of IRS as 'most serious' charge

WASHINGTON - The charge that President Nixon at- 


tempted to use the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) to get 
back at his political enemies is the most serious made 
against him by the House Judiciary Committee U S Rep 
Harold Froehlich, R-Appleton, said Wednesday 


If Nixon's plan to use the nation's tax regulating agency 


had worked, Froehlich said, it "would have been, in the 
long run, the most serious attack on our system of govern- 
ment " 


The first-term Republican congressman, one of 38 mem 


bers of the House committee that has passed along three 
articles of impeachment to the full House for deliberation, 
voted for articles charging obstruction of justice and abuse 
of power 


He voted against articles calling for the President's im- 


peachment for the secret bombing of Cambod-a, failing to 
comply with a committee subpoena, and underpayment of 
federal income taxes and use of government funds for im- 
provement of properties in San Clemente, Calif, and Key 
Biscayne, Fla 


Froehlich, voting with the majority on the Cambodia and 


personal finance articles, said that the evidence was not 
"clear and convincing" that the President erred in those 
areas. 


On the contempt of Congress charge, Froehlich said the 


court should first arbitrate a dispute between the legisla- 
tive and executive branches of government before the Con- 
gress votes to impeach the executive. 


"From the start of the neanng until the first vote, every- 


one was concerned over the seriousness and awesomeness 
of the task ahead of them," said the junior member of the 
committee, reflecting on the historic event 


' But after that first vote, the pressure was released, 


"people acted more freely 
and got caught up in 


some arguments that didn't come through to the public 
with the same degree of seriousness and concern" as the 
debate over the first article 


Overall, however, Froehlich said the deliberations were a 


"serious, nonpartisan attempt to address the facts " 


Froehlich, involved in what observers believe will be a 


tough fight for re-election to a second term in 1974, said the 
sparse mail he has already received on his committee votes 
is evenly divided 


Eleven have approved his votes, while ten have been op- 


posed 


The lawmaker said that he will now go to work on minor- 


ity and supplemental reports he expects to attach to the 
full committee report that will go to the House sometime 
next week 


County hiring, ski hill 
purchase get initial OK

Purchase of the View Ridge ski hill 


and the hiring of a "park director-natu- 
ralist" have been recommended by the 
Outagamie County Property, Building 
and Maintenance Committee 


Both recommendations will go to the 


county board in September, but neither 
had the full-hearted support of all com- 
mittee members 


The ski hill, located on the north side 


of County Trunk S, east of New London, 
was offered to the county by Mo-Ski- 
Tow Hill, Inc , a nonprofit organiza- 
tion, for $8,500 with the stipulation the 
that county improve the hill, including 
the addition of more than $100,000 in 
physical facilities 


The original offer asked that the im- 


provements be made in 1975, but that 
provision was dropped at the request of 
Committee Chairman Nick Karras 


Supv Judy Hebbe questioned the 


need for all of the facilities recom- 
mended by the ski group "For $8,500 
we can't afford to pass it up," she said 
"But I don't feel we need all of the im- 
provements they are attaching 
We 


could do a lot with just grooming the 
hill I don't want to get locked into a 
$130,000 deal " 


Karras said he did not believe the 


proposal required the county to make 
the improvements 
"These people are 


only asking us to maintain the ski hill 
There is no timetable " He contended 
the county was only telling them they 
would make improvements as the need 
arose 


Hebbe said she thought the agree- 


ment would at least morally bind the 
county to the improvements Supv Irv 
Weidenhaupt also thought the county 
would be obligating itself It was fi- 
nally agreed that the proposal would be 
submitted to Corp 
Counsel William 


Schuh to develop acceptable wording 


Karras thought the hill should be op- 


erated as is this year and that a master 
plan for its development be done before 
any improvements 
are 
made 


Weidenhaupt agreed, saying he would 
not support purchase of the hill unless 
a master plan would be developed 


The committee also will invite a 


member of the Mo-Ski-Tow organiza- 
tion to help develop an operating 
budget for this winter 


Hiring of a park director-naturalist 


also produced disagreement between 
Hebbe and other members of the com- 
mittee She argued that the county 
needed a full-time naturalist, totally 
apart from any park director. 


She said she recognized the need for 


-.a park director, especially if the ski 


hill is acquired. "But if you combine 
the jobs, Mosquito Hill nature center 
won't get off the ground." 


Supv. AJ Lewandowski said he did 


not believe there was enough work for a 
full-time naturalist "The duties (of a 
director) are similar I think they can 
be combined," he said 


Karras agreed He said Wmnebago 


County is happy with the combination 
Besides, he added, "it will be easier to 
sell a joint position." 


Hebbe said she would support a joint 


position only if the job description in- 
cluded the qualifications of a-natural- 
ist Lewandowski said he would agree 
to that and would add the provision 
that his primary duties the first six 
months would be that of a naturalist. 


Hiring of a naturalist had also been 


proposed by Outagamie Nature Studies, 
Inc , the nonprofu'orgamzation. which 
will operate a program for fourth grade 
pupils at the nature center

WASHINGTON (AP) - Negotiations 


toward ending the 32-day-old National 
Football League player strike made 
their first real headway Wednesday, as 
chief federal mediator W.J. Usery su- 
pervised nearly 14 hours of discussions. 


The talks, which began at 9 a.m. 


CDT, and paused only for a two-hour 
lunch break, were recessed 12:50 a.m. 
CDT, today. 


"There comes a point when it's best 


to break it off, and I thought it was the 
best time now," a tired Usery said. 


The groups were to return to the bar- 


gaining table at 1 p.m. CDT, this af- 
ternoon. 


Usery would not elaborate on prog- 


ress made in the session, during which 
he had met separately with representa- 
tives of the NFL Players Association 
and NFL Management Council. The 
groups held face-to-face discussions for 
only one hour and 45 minutes. 


"We have been talking on all the is- 


sues—we've been talking long and 
hard," said Usery. "The logic is that 
now that we've got them talking, 
there's a chance to consummate an 
agreement. 


"We had suggestions back and forth. 


When you go back and forth, you don't 
know where you stand." 


But apparent progress had been 


made. Usery later told newsmen that 
"substantive issues had been dis- 
cussed." 


The statement apparently referred to 


the "freedom issues" which created 
the bargaining stalemate and led to the 
player stnke that started July 1. 


Today's talks marked the third con- 


secutive day of negotiations, which 
were resumed after rsme days of si- 
lence Sources predicted today's ses- 
sion might go around the clock in an ef- 
fort to reach an agreement. 


Neither group would comment on 


Wednesday's meetings. 


It was understood that the NFLPA 


nad not presented a counterproposal to 
the freedom demands, a condition con- 
sidered necessary for serious bargain- 
ing. A source close to the strike talks 
said Usery's goal was to persuade each 
side to consider proposals that would 


neither be totally accepted nor rejected 
outright. 


Reportedly, the joint sessions cen- 


tered on revised economic conditions 
made by the players, who were accom- 
panied by an actuary. 


Meanwhile, the striking players re- 


ceived a boost from their working 
brothers on the baseball field. 


Marvin Miller, executive director of 


the Major League Baseball Players As- 
sociation, voiced his support for the 
football union and charged NFL owners 
with a failure to bargain in good faith. 


But the NFL players' picket line con- 


tinues to display gaps.

Murphy then 
pivoted to throw to first, but slipped 
and fell and White was safe, loading 
the bases.

WAUPACA - The Lucey-Schreiber 


administration sees good reason to 
hope that a tax increase will be 
avoided in Wisconsin within the next 
two years and the governor "is happy 
with the $46.2 million 'cookie jar,' 
which is the surplus this biennium as 
projected by the state Department of 
Administration."

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Grocery prices lunge ahead 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


With pork, sugar and eggs leading 


the way, prices of grocery items 
checked in an Associated Press survey 
in Wisconsin shot up by 5.7 per cent 
during July. 


The average total cost of 15 items 


checked in eight cities across the state 
reached $12.56, up 68 cents from June 
and the highest since the survey began 
last August. 


It was the third consecutive monthly 


increase in the cost of the market bas- 
ket items. After reaching the previous 
high of $12.01 in February, the average 
dropped to $11.88 the following month 
and $11.06 in April. 


But it's been uphill since then— 


$11.58 in May, $11.88 in June and now 
$12.56. 


Prices of all but four items increased 


between the June and July surveys. 
The cost of a quart of milk stayed un- 
changed at 42 cents, and there were 
three lower prices. 


The average cost for a49-ouncebox of 


detergent dropped 4 cents to $1.02. Two 
items were down a penny: a 6-ounce 
can of orange juice at 28 cents and a 
pound of butter at 79 cents. 


The biggest percentage increase was 


in the price of eggs. The average cost 
for a dozen climbed 11 cents—23.4 per 
cent—to 58 cents. 


Next came center cut loin pork 


chops, rising ?1 cents— 17.4 per cent— 
to $1.42 per pound. 


"Farmers just aren't buying feeder 


pigs," commented a meat buyer at a 
Sheboygan store. "They can't get their 
feed cost out of the finished animal." 


He said the only good pork buy now 


for large families would be whole loins, 
which his store was selling at 88 cents 
per pound. 


Sugar, which increased by 14 cents in 


June, jumped 21 cents to $1.80 for a 
five-pound bag this time, a 13.2 per 
cent rise. The same bag cost only 76 
cents when the Wisconsin AP survey 
began. 


All-beef frankfurters increased 10 


cents to $1.08 a pound, a pound of cof- 
fee rose 4 cents to $1.32, and a 12-ounce 
jar of peanut butter increased 2 cents 
to 64 cents. 


The other marketbasket items on the 


AP list all increased by a penny each: 
a pound of ground chuck at $1.13, a 
package of paper towels at 60 cents, a 
jug of fabric softener at 46 cents, an 
eight-ounce can of tomato sauce at 17 
-cents and a bag of chocolate chip 
cookies at 85 cents.

Congressmen believe that

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 


Appropriations Committee approved 
today $83.7 billion funding for defense, 
$3.35 billion less than President 
Nixon's budget recommended. 


The' committee report said tensions 


remain high in many parts of the world 
and conditions do not yet "permit a 
unilateral reduction in military 
strength on the part of the United 
States." 


But it said the reductions recom- 


mended "are consistent with the objec- 
tive of maintaining adequate military 
forces." 


Except for additional funds that may 


be needed for pay increases, the com- 
mittee said, it expects the Pentagon to 
live within the recommended appro- 
priation, despite inflation. It said it 
would not look with favor on requests 
for supplemental appropriations. 


Military assistance for South Viet- 


nam was put at $1 billion, down $450 
million from the administration 
request and $18 million less than was 


provided in the previous year. 


"The military services have been 


generally successful in obtaining the 
numbers of personnel required under 
the all volunteer force concept," the re- 
port said, but it expressed doubts about 
the "generally deteriorating quality of 
military personnel enlisted in recent 
years as measured by the standards of 
high school graduation and the Armed 
Forces Qualification test." 


It said the proportion of recruits with 


general education development certifi- 
cates instead of high school diplomas 
increased sharply in 1974, averaging 9 
per cent for the first half of that year. 


The committee said it is concerned 


about the assignment of military per- 
sonnel to other government agencies 
and foreign governments, especially 
when the agencies concerned do not 
reimburse the Defense Department for 
the services. 


Big users of non-reimbursable per- 


sonnel, the report said, were headed by

Arends, who is generally considered 
the Republican congressional leader 
closest to Nixon was asked by reporters 
how he would assess Nixon's chances of 
avoiding impeachment. "I would not 
tell him it looks good," Arends replied. 


House Democratic Leader Thomas P. 


O'Neill predicted more than 75 per cent 
of the House members will vote to im- 
peach the President. 


O'Neill said no firm counts have been 


taken but said his discussions with 
members indicate no more than 38 of 
the 248 House Democrats and fewer 
than 80 of the 187 Republicans will sup- 
port the President on impeachment. 


Rep. Joe D. Waggonner, D-La., a 


strong Nixon supporter, thinks even 
fewer than 38 Democrats will vote 
against impeachment, O'Neill said. 


And the leader of the unsuccessful 


Nixon defense in the House Judiciary 
Committee, Rep. Charles Wiggins, R- 
Calif., said, "At the moment, I would 
have to say the odds are that the House 
would pass them (the articles of im- 
peachment)."

Sminutes missing from 
one of new Nixon tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - More than 


five minutes are missing from White 
House tapes of a Watergate conversa- 
tion between President Nixon and his 
two closest advisers at the time the 
cover-up was unraveling. 


Nixon's chief attorney, James D. St. 


Clair, disclosed the new tape gap in pa- 
pers submitted on Wednesday to U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica. 


The gap occurred because a tape reel 


ran out midway through a 45-minute 
meeting between Nixon, H.R. Halde- 
man and John D. Ehrlichman on April 
17,1973, St. Clair wrote. 


"Judging from the notations on the 


tape boxes, the tape ran out and was 
replaced in the midst of this conversa- 
tion," St. Clair said. "A timing of the 
two segments indicates that approxi- 
mately five minutes and 12 seconds of 
conversation were never recorded." 


The disclosure was contained in an 


eight-page index and analysis of the 
tapes of 20 conversations delivered to 
Sirica Tuesday in partial compliance 
with a subpoena for'recordings of 64 
conversations. Tapes of another 13 ses: 
sions are due in^court Friday and the 
others are to be turned over later. 


Nixon must relinquish the tapes to 


Sirica for his private inspection to de- 
termine which parts to provide Special 
Watergate Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
for use in the cover-up trial beginning 
in September.

Prisoners hold hostages 
into 2nd week of siege 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - A mara- 


thon siege at a prison library has en- 
tered its second week with officials 
pondering an offer from convict Fred 
Gomez Carrasco to free some of his 13 
hostages in exchange for a chance to 
escape. 


Carrasco, a former narcotics kingpin 


serving a life sentence for assault to 
murder a policeman, nas holed up in 
the third-floor library of the state penti- 
tentiary here since July 24. Two other 
armed inmates are with him. 


Ultimatums, threats, proposals and 


counter-proposals marked the seventh 
day of the siege on Wednesday. It was 
the longest hostages had been held in 
an escape in American penal history, 
according to the American Correctional 
Association in Washington. D.C. 


Carrasco set three deadlines, threat- 


en;ng to blow up some hostages with 
homemade bombs if his demands were 
not met. The deadlines, including one 
only 15 minutes long, slipped by with- 
out incident. 


Negotiations were suspended until 


this morning after hostage Novella Pol- 


lard telephoned her daughter Kathy 
from the library with Carrasco's latest 
offer. 


Miss Pollard told newsmen Carrasco 


proposed the three armed convicts 
leave the prison in an unspecified ve- 
hicle with four of the hostages. The 
other nine hostages would be used as 
"shields" but would "move to a safe 
place" once the other seven were inside 
the vehicle, Miss Pollard said. 


Prison spokesman Ron Taylor told 


newsmen "transportation will be the 
first order of business" in today's ne- 
gotiations. 


Carrasco's first deadline on Wednes- 


day was 8 a.m. CDT, at which time he 
threatened 'o explode a bomb if he was 
not given a bulletprood vest. 


Prison officials said he could have 


the vest if he set the hostages free. Car- 
rasco refused, but the deadline passed 
with no explosion 


Carrasco reset the deadline for 1 


p.m., but again took no action. 


.As negotiations continued, author- 


ities announced that Carrasco's 26- 
year-old wife. Rosa, had been charged 


with intent to facilitate an escape by 
slipping her husband a pistol on July 
20. 


Officials said they would give Car- 


rasco the vest and drop the charge 
against his wife, who was not in cus- 
tody, if he freed the hostages. 


Carrasco countered by saying he was 


dropping the demand for the vest and 
previous demands for ammunition and 
weapons. Talks then centered around 
Carrasco's proposal for transportation 
and four hostages. 


Texas Department of Corrections Di- 


rector J. W. Estelle delivered a written 
statement to Carrasco, outlining op- 
tions previously relayed. 


"To your new and final demands of 


transportation plus four hostages, it is 
acceptable after the release of all the 
other hostages," it said. 


About 5:45 p.m., Carrasco telephoned 


prison officials and angrily told them 
he would blow up two hostages in 15 
minutes with one of three bombs he 
claims to have fashioned. 


The 15 minutes came and went. 


There was no explosion.

Byrd. who presided at the afternoon

Mansfield sent the committee an 18- 


page overhaul of the impeachment

Young tiger undergoes 
double cataract surgery 


CHICAGO (AP) - A 10-month-old Si- 


berian tiger has undergone cataract 
surgery, just like humans, more or 
less. 


The 169-pound animal was strapped 


on his back to a table on Wednesday, 
draped with gray surgical sheets and 
thoroughly anesthetized — very thor- 
oughly anesthetized. 


The tiger lives at Lincoln Park Zoo 


and is one of a few hundred of the en- 
dangered species remaining in the wild 
and in captivity. 


After being sedated, he was taken — 


like his brother in January — to the 
University of Illinois medical center, 
where a team of doctors and nurses 
awaited him. 


Surgery was delayed more than an 


hour because the medical team had 
trouble finding a vein in which to inject 
the anesthetic. 


After that, everything went smoothly, 


with the tiger only occasionally twitch- 
ing a paw or breathing heavily. 


Dr. Edward Cotlier, professor of oph- 


thamology at the university, operated 
first' on the left eye. Then Dr. Samuel 
J. Vainisi, a Green Bay, Wis., veter- 
inarian, operated on the right eye. 


All the while, Dr. Barbara Stein, also 


a veterinarian, listened to the tiger's 
heart through her stethoscope and felt 
his pulse while anesthetic dripped into 
a vein m the right hind leg. 


Vainisi explained the operation, 


which could be seen on a television 
screen as it proceeded. 


The doctors looked through mag- 


nifying lenses as they did their work, 
first making a tiny incision in the eye, 
then injecting an instrument to remove 
the cataract. 


The actual removal took only about 


six minutes for each eye. 


The unnamed tiger will be fitted with 


a big projecting collar so he. cannot 
scratch his eyes while they are healing. 
His keepers will have to put drops in 
his eyes three or four times a day for 
several weeks to aid in the healing. 


Dr. Erich R. Maschgan, a Lincoln 


Park Zoo veterinarian, said the animal 
had lost 90 per cent of his vision before 
surgery and had difficulty even finding 
his food. 


co-op boss 
pleads guilty 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Harold S. 


Nelson, former boss of a milk produc- 
ers' co-op, has pleaded guilty to a con- 
spiracy to bribe John B. Connally and 
to pay more than $300,000 in illegal po- 
litical donations. 


Nelson admitted on Wednesday that 


he authorized a payment of $10,000 in- 
tended for Connally, a former Texas 
governor and later Treasury secretary 
during President Nixon's first term. 


Connally, who was indicted on Mon- 


day for accepting the $10,000, has said 
he is innocent and that he will fight the 
charge. 


Nelson, 56, of San Antonio, Tex., 


pleaded guilty before U.S. District 
Judge George L. Hart Jr. to charges 
drawn up by Watergate prosecutors. 
He faces a maximum penalty of five 
years in jail and a $10,000 fine. 


Nelson admitted that as general 


manager of Associated Milk Producers 
Inc., the nation's largest dairy-farmer 
cooperative, he authorized payment of 
more than $300,000 to Democrats and 
Republicans in the elections of 1968, 
1970 and 1972. 


He also admitted that he had author- 


ized the co-op's former lobbyist, Bob A. 
Lilly, to give $10,000 to lawyer Jake Ja- 
cobsen to pass on to Connally for the 
Cabinet officer's help in persuading 
President Nixon to raise federal milk 
price supports in March 1971. Jacobsen 
was indicted with Connally on a single 
bribery charge, and sources say he has 
agreed to plead guilty and to testify 
against Connally.

Nelson include: 


—$63,500 to the Democratic National 


Committee during Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey's 1968 presidential campaign. 


—$100,000 to repay money given in
